'N orm an Thomas, 
a teacher 
of m athem atics at a Scottish 
py ep school, submitted the m a t­ 
ter to a computer. It ruled out 
Bacon as the author but was 
vmable to say flatly that Shake­ 
speare wrote the play s either. 
.Thom as said his sy stem of 
program m ing the com puter in­ 
volved the counting of so-called 
“filler ’* 
words—"th e,” 
" a nd ,” 
‘Jo ,” "on,” etc—in the works 
of both Bacon and Shakespeare. 
He said the use of such words 
is " a m atter of subconscious 


trend 
rather 
than 
deliberate 
choice.” 
Analy zing the results, Thom 
as said Shakespeare used the 
word "o n” eight times as often 
as Bacon. He cited similar sta­ 
tistics for other "fillers.” 
"Striking dissimilarity make 
it improbable to the point of 
ridicule that the works of Ba­ 
con and Shakespeare could have 
been written by the sam e m an,” 
Thomas said.

The district had hoped to tie 
in to the Neshaminy Sewer In­ 
terceptor line proposed by the 
Buck; County Water and Sewer 
Authority within two years. But 
that plan fell through last week 
when the Middletown Township 
supervisors refused to promise 
any customers for the intercep­ 
tor for an indefinite period of 
time. 
The township’s refusal has de 
layed construction of the line 
for an indeterminable number of 
years, according to Robert C. 
Ruehl Jr., chairman of the coun­ 
ty authority. 
But the school district needs 
the sewers soon. The expanding 
senior high school near Lang­ 
horne already has a critical 
sewage problem, Paul said; the 
other school, to be built in upper 
Middletown, must be completed 
by September, 1965, with con­ 
struction bids to go out some­ 
time in the next three months. 
Penndel Hook-Up 
Paul said any of the alterna­ 
tives will probably mean 
at 
least $140,000 hike over previous­ 
ly estimated sewer construction 
costs and up to $12,000 a year 
tor treatment.
